London, Feb. -.— The part taken by the 
Canadian and Australian contingents at 
Sunnyslde Is thus described by a corres- 
pondent of the Times: 

On the day before Christmas Col. Pllcher. 
at Belmont, got wind of the assemblage of 
a considerable Boer force at a place thirty 
miles away, called Sunnyslde Farm, and 
he determined to try to attack It before 
the enemy could get wind of his intention. 
To this end he secured every nigger for 
some miles around— which proved ills good 
sense, as the niggers ure all in the pay 
of the Boers, no matter how loyal they 
may pretend to be to the British, a fact 
which the British would do well to tuke 
heed of, for It has cost them pretty dearly 
already. On Christians Eve, he started out, 
taking two guns of the Royal Naval Artil- 
lery, a couple of Maxims, all the Queens- 
landers and n few hundred Canadians. Col. 
Pllcher's force numbered In all about 000. 
He marched swiftly nil night and got to 
Sunnyslde Farm In good time OhrlBtmas 
Day. The Boers had not a ghost of nn 
idea that our men were near them and 
were completely beaten at their own game, 
the surprise party being complete. 

The enemy were found In a laager In a 
strong position and some rather steep 
kopjes, and It was at once evident that they 
were expecting strong reinforcements from 
surrounding farms. Col. Pllcher at once 
extended his force so as to try and sur- 
round the kopjes. Whilst this was going 
on Lieut. Aide with four Queensland troop- 
ers, was sent to the far left of what was 
supposed to be the Boer position, nis or- 
ders were to give notice of any attempt 
at retreat on the part of the enemy. He 
did his work well. Getting close to the 
kopje he saw a number of the enemy slink- 1 
lng off, and at once challenged them. As 
he did so a dQzen Boers darted out of the 
kopjes and Aide opened (ire on them, 
which cansed the Boers to lire a volley ut 
him. Lieut. Aide fell from his horse with 
two bullets In his body. One went through 
the fleshy part of his stomach, entering his 
body sideways, the other went Into bis 
thigh. 

A trooper named McLnud was shot 
through the heart and fell dead. Both 
the other troopers were wounded. Trooper 
Rose caught a horse and hoisted his Lieu- 
tenant luto the saddle and sent him out of 
danger. 

Meantime the R. IT. Buttery, taking ad- 
vantage, of the lire, opened on the enemy. 
Their guns put a great fear Into the Boers, 
and a general bolt set 1". The Boers fired 
as they cleared, and if our fellows had bee-\ 
formed up in the style usunl witli the 
British army In action, We would have 
suffered heavily, but the Queensland bush- 
men had dropped behind cover and soon 
hud complete possession of the kopjes. An- 
other trooper named Victor Jones was shot 
through the brain and fourteen others were 
more or less badly wounded. The BoeiB 
then surrendered. 

We took forty prisoners and found nbout 
14 dead Boers on the ground beside a doz- 
en wounded. They were all Cape Dutch, 
no Trunsvunlcr being found In the ranks. 
We secured 4,000 rounds of their ammuni- 
tion, 300 Martini rifles and only one 
Mauser rifle, which was In the possession of 
the Boer commander. 

After destroying all we took we moved on 
and had a look at some of the farms 
nearby, as from some of the documents 
found In camp It was certain that the whole 
district was a perfect nest of rebellion. 
Quite a little store of arms and ammuni- 
tion was discovered by this means, and 
the occupants of the farms were there- 
fore transported to Belmont. Our fellows 
curried the little children and babies in 
their arms all the way and marched Into 
Belmont singing with the little ones on 
their shoulders. Every respect was shown 
to the women, old and young, and to the 
old men, but the young fellows were close- 
ly guarded nil 'the time. The Canadians 
did not lose a single man, neither did any 
of the others except the Queenslauders."

Sir Hibbert Tupper was inforrmed by 
Mr. Sifton to-day that in the case of the 
Yukon mining claims, parties who have 
been deprived through errors of clerks 
and other mistakes, nre being given nn 
opportunity to take up other claims as 
compensation.

A NEW CAMPAIGN OPENS. 

Cronje Paces Overwhelming British 
Force with His Retreat Also 
Menaced. 

Loudon, Feb. 14, 3.30 a.m.— Mr. Spen- 
cer Wilkinson in the Morning Post to- 
day saya there is good news to-day, for 
n new campaign has begun. The move- 
ments of Lord Roberta nre a practical 
illustration of the principle of concentra- 
tion of action' in time and space. The 
unexpected presence of the Sixth Divi- 
sion makes Lord Roberts stronger by 10,- 
000 men than anyone had ventured to 
hope. Evidently he Ordered Qeu. Mao 
donald'a reconnaissance at Koodoosberg 
in order to draw the enemy's attention 
westward away from the contemplated 
movement through the Free State. 

"The Boer army is barred from the di- 
rect route to Bloomfonteln and even on 
the road by Hosnof it would be exposed 
to a Hank attack during the march. 

"Oen Cronje on learning of Lord 
Roberts' dispositions on Tuesday and yes- 
terday, must have had an interesting 
problem. He had to consider whether to 
hold on to his positions at Jacobsdol and 
Magersfontein and the siege of Kimber- 
lcy, or to raise the siege and move off, 
and if so in what direction, whether to 
Bloemfontein or northward across the 
veldt. 

"These events form a brilliant opening 
of a new campaign which is being mark- 
ed by concentration of purpose and by 
energy and rapidity that augurs well 
for the future. Tlyt public should wait 
patiently for the results. Possibly enough 
there may be no general action until Fri- 
day.

Curious Story of Modern War- 
fare by Correspondent 
Since Deceased. 



Associated Press Correspondence. 

London, Feb. 7.-Even if all eyes were 
not watching Ladysmith, the accounts 
sent from there by the now dead Stee- 
vena would enthral those who follow 
the course ot what promises to be the 
most crucial conflict of the century. The 
latest is a statement of work Steevens 
managed to send out of Ladysmith dat- 
ed December Gth. The article, which 
appears in the Daily Mail, is as fol- 
lows: . 

"There goes that fellow on Gun Hill, 
said the Captain. "No. don't get tip; 
have some draught beer." I did have 
some draught beer. "Walt and see if 
he tires again. If he does bo we will go 
up into the conning tower and have both 
guns in action together." 

"Boom!" The Cnptain picked up his 
stick 'Come on," he said. We got up 
out of our rocking chairs and went out 
past the swinging meat saw under the 
big canvas of the ward rom, with each 
table piled up with stuff to read. Trust 
a sailor to make himself at home. As 
we passed through the camp the blue- 
jackets rose to a man and lined up trim- 
ly on encsh side. 

Up a knee-loosening ladder of rock, and 
wo came out to the green hilltop, 
where they were tirst encamped. Among 
orderly trenches, the siteB of the removed 
tents, were rougher irregular blothes of 
holes-foot prints of shell. . 

"That gunner," said the Captain, 
waving his stick at Surprise Hill, "is a 
German. No one but a German would 
have Bred on us at breakfast, lunch and 
dinner on the same Sunday. It got too 
hot when he put one ten yards from the 
cook. Anyone else wo could have spar- 
ed; then we had to go." 

We come to what looks like a sand- 
hag redoubt, but in the eyes of heaven, 
it is a conning tower. On either side 
from behind a sandbag epaulement a 12 
pounder and Maxim thrust forth vigi- 
lant eyes. The sandbag plating of the 
conning tower was six feet thick and 
shoulder high. The rivets were red 
earth. Against the parapet loaned a 
couple of men with the clean nhnven jaw 
and chin of the naval officer, and half 
a dozen bearded bluejackets. They star- 
ed hard out of sun-puckered eyes over 
miles of kopjes and vales. Forward we 
looked down oti the one 4.7; aft we look- 
ed up to the other. On bow nnd beam 
and quarter we looked out to the enemy's 
fleet. Deserted Pepsworth was on the 
port bow. 

Everything was cut in adamant. The 
Ilelpmnnker ridge, with its little black 
ants crawling on their hill, was crushed 
lint beneath us. 

A couple of vedettes racing over the 
pale green plains north, looked ns if we 
could jump on their heads. We could 
have tossed a stone over to Lombard's 
Kop. The great yellow emplacement of 
their fourth big piece on Gun Hill stood 
up like a Spithend fort.

London, Feb. 14.— (11:35 p.m.)— The- 
war office has received the following: 
message from Lord Roberts, received 
this evening: 

"Deklel's Drift, Feb. 14.— (8:10 a.m.)— 
General French left this point at 11:30 
yesterday morning with three brigades 
of cavalry, horse artillery and mounted 
infantry, including several colonial con- 
tingents, in order to seize a crossing ot 
the Modder river about 25 miles distant. 

"He reports by dispatch dated 5:35 p. 
m, that he has forced a passage at Clip 
Drift and occupied the hills north of the 
river, capturing three of the enemy's 
laagers, with their supplies; while Gen- 
eral Gordon, of the 15th Hussars, with 
his brigade, who hnd made a feint at 
Rondoval Drift, four miles west, has 
seized it and a second drift between that 
and Clip Drift, together with two more- 
laagers. 

'General French's performance is bril- 
liant, considering the excessive heat and 
blinding dust storm which raged during 
the latter part of the day. 

"Owing to the rapidity of ITm move- 
ment? General French met with_ slight 
opposition and losses small. Lieuten- 
ant Johnson, of the Inniskilling Dra- 
goons, is the only olllcer reported serious- 
ly injured. 

"The Sixth Division was last night on 
the north bank of the Riot at Watervaal 
Drift, and is moving to the support of 
the cavalry. The Seventh Division is 
here and will go on this afternoon. 

"Four olllcers and 53 men had to bo- 
sent last evening, in returning ox wa- 
gons, to the railway line, prostrated by 
heat." 

EARLIER MOVEMENTS. 

A dispatch from General Roberts, re- 
ceived this morning, reads ns follows: 

"Riet River, Tuesday, Feb. 13.— Col. 
Hanney, in command of a brigade of 
mounted infantry, marching from 
Orange river to Rnmah, hud a slight 
engagement on February 11th (Sunday) 
with the Boers holding the hills unit 
threatening his right Hank. With a de- 
tached part of his force Col. Hanney en- 
gaged the enemy, while he pushed his 
baggage nnd main body through to Ra- 
mah. The object of the march was suc- 
eesfully carried out. Four men were 
killled, twenty-two wounded, and thir- 
teen nre missing. 

"On Monday, J2th, the cavalry divi- 
sion, under General French, seized the 
crossing of the Riet river at. Dekiel's 
Drift, on the east bank, of which the 
Sixth nnd Seventh divisions are now en- 
camped. The casualties were two troop- 
ers killed and Captain Majendie, of the 
Uifle Brigade, wounded. He has since 
died. One trooper was wounded. 

"The genernl commanding Ut Rons- 
burg reports thnt on Monday, February 
32th, he was attacked in force by the 
Boers. Lieutenant Coningham, of the 
Worcester Regiment, was wounded and 
has since died. There were no other- 
casualties." 



SAM HUGHES DIL 



Unattached Canadian Colonel in South 
Africa Claims Credit for Genernl 
Hutton's Removal. 

Bowmanville, Feb. 14.— (Special.)— Mrs. 
Hughes, visiting here, has received a 
letter from her husband, Col. Sain 
Hughes, M.P., dated Capetown, Janu- 
ary 17, in which he intimates that Major- 
General Hutton has been turned down 
by Lord Lansdowne and Chamberlain. It 
says: 

"All his (Hutton's) letters here against 
me nTe ordered to be destroyed. I will 
have justice done me yet. I feel certain 
Lord Roberts will do the right thing by 
me." 

Hughes has not been idle. On the 
contrary, he has been very active in the 
intelligence and transport departments. 
He has been to the front with the Cana- 
dian contingent and gives a graphic ac- 
count of some skirmishing with the 
Boor«, of which he was a witness.

Hard Pressed 

Near Rensburg 



Before Overwhelming Force of 
Boers the British Evacuate 
Difficult Position. 



Held all Day Against Seven to 
One— Then Boers Brought 
Forty Pounders. 



By Associated Press. 

Itensburg, Fob. 13.-*-Bofore dawn yea 
terday tbo enemy opened an attack upon 
Sliugersfontein, assaulting with musket 
ry the hills on the northeast held by 
three companies of the "Worcesters under 
Captain Hovell. The artillery attack 
began at sunrise. The Boers approach- 
ed in great numbers, estimated at 7 to 1. 
The British, under good cover, sustain- 
ed the attack throughout the day. 

Meanwhile two big guns on the west 
opened up on the British at daylight and 
fired for half an hour, when a British 
howitzer silenced them with lyddite, the 
British artillery firing with precision. 

Then another Boer gun to the north 
opened on the Royal Irish Rifles, but 
rather ineffectually, as the Killcs had 
good cover. The shelling continued all 
day and last evening the Boers brought 
up a forty pounder in order to bombiird 
the camp from a hill to the north. The 
attempt was plainly visible as the gun 
could be seen being drawn up by IS ox- 
en. 

With the Boers surrounding the Brit- 
ish in overwhelming numbers and hav- 
ing artilllery, it then became evident that 
it would be impossible to retain Slingers- 
fontein, which the British evacuated un- 
der cover of the darkness, falling back 
upon Itensburg. The British casualties 
were lighter than might have been ex- 
pected under the circumstances. 

London, Feb. 15.— The Daily Chronicle 
publishes the following dispatch from 
Mafeking. dated January 19th: 

The Boers shelled the women's laager 
for two hours on Saturday, the 27th. 
Boer women, warned by spies evidently, 
went into the trenches and clapped their 
hands and hurrahed when the shells 
burst near the English women. Lady 
Sarah Wilson was slightly injured.

BOERS UNEASY IN NATAL. 

Further Entrenching Against Bailor's 
Advance but Several Repulses 
Reported. 

London, Feb. 15.— The Daily Telegraph 
has received the following dated Tues- 
day from its special correspondent at 
Frore: 

"On Sunday the Boers advanced down 
the Ladysmith road toward Potgicter's. 
Three hundred men on horseback with 
others proceeded to a point where they 
began to construct new rows of trenches 
at right angles to the road. This was 
about two miles north of the drift. A 
party of Boers also crossed the Tugela, 
now very low, about six miles below Pot- 
gicter's Drift, where they spied the South 
African Light Horse, who repulsed them. 
Several other skirmishes have taken 
place and the Boers are evidently an- 
xious about their positions. They have 
been throwing up defensive works from 
Trichard's ' Drift and the Spion Kop 
range eastward to the Hlangwuna and 
Monte Cristo hills, both on thi« side of 
the Tugela. They have two, if not three, 
I'ope appartus for the conveyance of food 
and ammunition across the river. 

A despatch to the Morning Post from 
Chieveley dated Tuesday confirms the re- 
port thai parties of Boers have occupied 
the old British camps on Spearman's 
Farm. 

RIOTING IN MARTINIQUE. 

France Sending Further Troops to Deal 
| With Appearance of Insurrection. 

Port do France, Martinique, Fob. 0. 
tvia Hnytian cable) Feb. IS. — The recent 
disturbances in this section continue. A 
mob of about 1,200 rioters invaded La- 
mentinand La Soudar, where they ob- 
structed the thoroughfares to such an 
extent that travellers were only able to 
circulate when accompanied by gen- 
darmes. Some 300 rioters occupy 
Mourne Pnvillious, and there is an up- 
rising at Reviere Salle, whish has no 
troops to protect it. 

A dispatch from Paris announcing that 
M. Rene Viviani' a Socialist member of 
the chamber of deputies, has asked for 
50,000 francs for the benefit of tbo strik- 
ers, has caused a painful impression 
among the planters. The board of arbi- 
tration has granted an increase of wages 
of 25 per cent. 

At La Soudan, after the usual legal 
warnings to disperse, the mounted gen- 
darmes charged them with drawn sables 
and the rioters scattered. No one was 
hurt. 

Paris. Feb. 13.— The troubles in the 
island of Martinique were again brought 
ii]) in the chamber of deputies this af- 
ternoon, when M. Do Quesnay, deputy 
from Martinique, demanded thai the 
government recall the governor of (he 
island, who, be said, was deceiving the 
government regarding the (doctoral 
situation. He asked for the dismissal of 
the public prosecutor. M. Du Quesnay 
said that he had received a dispatch to- 
day, showing that riot, or rather insur- 
rection, was in full swing, and that the 
governor was incapable of suppressing it. 

The minister for the colonies, M. Do 
Crnis, said that when full particulars 
were received, the Question of the re- 
organization of the administration of 
Martinique; would be examined. The un- 
official news, he added, was less alarm- 
ing than that of M. Du Quesnay. Or- 
ders have been sent to reinforce the gar- 
rison by a company of marines and a 
cruiser was on her way to Port do 
France. That was the only possible re- 
ply for the lime being. 

M. Du Quesnay and others insisting 
upon the discussion of the rioting, the 
premier, M. Waldei k-Koussenu, replied 
that the dismissal of the officials as de- 
manded, was a bad method of securing 
respect for authority. The government, 
be continued, was determined to have 
order and liberty respected in Martini- 
que, 08 elsewhere. 

M. Denis Guilbert, the second deputy 
from Martinique, retorted that the Am- 
erican press despatches showed that the 
.situation had grown worse since yester- 
day. The Americans, he contended, are 
thus better informed than the minister 
for the colonies. The governor, he in- 
sisted, had not sent the news because 
lie was unable to justify bis own con- 
duct. M. Guilbert concluded by mov- 
ing that the matter be thoroughly dis- 
cussed. The chamber) however, reject- j 
ed the motion.

Appeal to Legislature to Check 
Loss Attendant on Eight 
Hour Law. 



No Advantage to Men But 
Brinrjs Ruin to the Busi- 
ness Interest. 



From Our Own Correspondent, 

Vancouver, Feb. 14.— -The following is 
the petition being sent by the board of 
trade, of Vancouver to the local legisla- 
ture against the eight-hour law: 

"The V'aucouver board of trade would 
respectifully draw the attention of the 
government to the trade done between 
the Coast and the mining communities 
of the province. The trade was increas- 
ing rapidly until the passing of the act 
generally known as the eight-hour law 
when, owing to the closing down of near- 
ly all the mines in the Slocan the trade 
was practically stopped and not only 
that but a large number of miners have 
been forced in order to obtain work to 
leave the province and the merchants 
of the Interior who purchase their goods 
from us have suffered severe looses in 
consequence, 

"At the present time where there is 
more than sufficient labor for the num- 
ber of miners in the province we would 
suggest that it is more disastrous to the 
mining industry to have the working 
hours limited to eight hours per day. 
We would also point out that a large 
number of properties on which these 
miners are employed are in a state of de- 
velopment ami are not productive mines 
and it is in the interests of the mining 
industry and of the province to have the 
value of these properties proved as cheap- 
ly as possible. 

"Owing to the inaccessibility of many 
of the properties now being developed, it 
is quite impossible for the miners to live 
in any town or village, and the mine 
owners have in many cases established 
comfortable hunk-houses where the men 
are boarded, but there are comparatively 
ao facilities for their recreation, so that 
no advantage is provided to the miners by 
working a shift of eight hours as com- 
pared with a shift of ten hours. 

"We would also point out that the pre- 
sent situation in the mining district is 
rapidly becoming worse that the money 
is being rapidly withdrawn from the de- 
velopment of the mines, and that the 
whole industry is threatened. 

"In view of the condition of affairs the 
V'aucouver board of trade humbly prays 
that the legislature of British Columbia 
will take such action as under the cir- 
cumstances they may deem wise either 
by amending or repealing section -1, chap- 
ter 49, statutes of British Columbia, 
being An Act to Amend Inspection of 
Metalliferous Mines Act."

The keen, exhll- 
lira ting weather prevailing seemed to hnve 
affected the members, they tvere all In such 
a jolly mood. Things wont along quite 
timely until Chainniiu Hull brought up the 
question of the board taking s.uue iietlon 
towuvds rising the date at ivlilch the In- 
crease in the Balnrles of the teachers 
sliould take effect. Then the fun started. 
Chairman Hull contended Unit formal mo- 
tion axing the (lute was necessary before 
he would feel warranted in signing the 
vouchers. Other members thought other- 
wise; and wliile a heated dispute was in 
progress Trustee Belyea arrived aud added 
fuel to the flumes, entering '"to the fun 
with zest. When things got too warm, 
the Chair-nan attempted to stop the discus- 
sion by declaring all remarks entirely out 
of order. This was warmly opposed by 
Trustees Belyea and Drury, and the former 
pwt a motion appealing from the decision 
of the chair, which carried. 

Miss Mcrritt was a spectator of the 
amusing proceedings, at one time Interject- 
ing a remark to add to the general merri- 
ment. The climax to the evening's fun 
came when the Chairman, in putting a mo- 
tion embodying a vole of thanks to Mr. 
Ross, of Winnipeg, remarked that it was 
the moHt disorderly meeting he had ever 
attended in his life.

The finance committee reported, recom- 
mending the payment of accounts amount- 
ing to flOo.Gij. Received and adopted. 

The building and grounds committee sug- 
gested several Improvements to the King- 
ston street school grounds. Trustee Brown 
explained that the Improvements suggested 
were badly needed. 

Trustee McCundless said that a corner lot 
could be obtained very reasonably as an 
addition to the grounds, and he was lu fa- 
vor Of acquiring it. It could he got for n 
reasonable figure. 

Trustee McCundless moved that the re- 
port be referred back to the building and 
grounds committee for an estimate of the 
cost of acquiring the corner lot.

Trustee Drury did so. l!ut Trustee Bel- 
vea then appealed against the decision of 
the chair to the effect that the discussion 
was out of order, ond the appeal carried. 

Trustee Belyea then moved that the sal- 
aries take effect from the first of Febru- 
ary. A spirited discussion ensued, partici- 
pated in by Trustees Drury, Grant and Me-

The 
hours were long enough now and there was 
much that the children could learn outside 
of school hours. 

I). A. Boss, a trustee from Winnipeg, 
who was present, explained that the sys- 
tem In the Prairie Province provided that 
the schools open at and close at i, with 
one honr and a half for lunch. 

Trustee Belyea opposed the motion. He 
sarcastically suggested that the board 
might better employ Its time In arranging 
for shorter hours and longer salaries for 
the over-worked teachers! (Laughter.) 

Trustee Drury favored the motion, which 
carried by Hit' casting vote of the Chair 
man. 

• The Chairman Introduced to the board D. 
A. Boss, of Winnipeg, who is a trustee of 
the school board In that city- 
Trustee It.lyea moved that the salary of 
the assistant secretary, Miss McDonald, be 
$25 per month from the 1st of January last. 

Even tills simple motion caused prolonged 
discussion, the whole question of salaries 
being opened up, Trustee Belyea again be- 
ing required to appeal from the decision 
Cl the chair, which was that discussion 
must cease. The appeal, however, was 
not Dressed. 

Trustee McCundless made an attempt to 
bring order out of chaos by remarking that 
he had sat at the board for 1"> months and 
this was the only occasion on which he 
had . seen any friction. 

Matters seemed to go a little better after 
that. 

Trustee Mrs. Marin Grant moved that the 
government be petitioned to aid the deaf 
mute school, which curried without dis- 
cussion. On motion of Trustee Brown a 
deputation will wait upon Hon. Mr. Cotton 
and press the mutter. 

Mr. Boss, of Winnipeg, then addressed 
the board, giving u very Interesting talk 



and much valuable Information regarding 
the working of the school system In the 
Prairie Province. Mr. Boss explained the 
rate of school tux, rate of taxation for all 
civic purposes and financial relations be- 
tween the board of school trustees and city 
council. Other points discussed were the 
administrative officers and their respective 
salaries, salaries paid to principals and as- 
sistants of high schools aud the principals 
of graded schools. In the high schools In 
Manitoba the salaries range from $1,800 to 
$1,000, the latter sum being the lowest 
amount paid. Other questions pertaining 
to the workings of the school system In 
Manitoba were nnawered most entertain- 
ingly by Mr. Boss. Coming to the question 
of Mr. Boss' Impression of Victoria schools 
so far an seen, In regard to condition of 
grounds, class room accommodation and 
furnishing, Mr. Boss gave it as his opinion 
that they compared very favorably, though 
the grounds In Manitoba were larger, and 
somewhat more ornamental. A vote of 
thanks was extended to Mr. Boss. 

Before adjourning Chairman Hall ex- 
plained that this was the most disorderly 
meeting lie had ever attended. Trustee 
Belyea protested, but the meeting then 
jourued.

RAI LWAY EXTENSION. 

Mr. Honey Tells of Work on White Ptisi- 
Yukon— Trains to White Horse 
in June. 

M. J. Heney, contractor for the 'White 
Pass & Yukon railway, reached Victoria 
on the Amur yesterday. To the Colonist 
Mr. Heney expressed surprise at finding 
such cold weather. They had warm 
weather all the way down the coast. When 
asked If his visit here was In connection 
with any pending railway legislation Mr. 
Heney said: 

It certainly Is not. I never heard about 
any such legislation until after I reached 
the city. I have been trying to get down 
here ever since Christmas, but only got 
things In shape to leave last week. Since 
my arrival 1 have been told about the pro- 
posal to parallel the Yukon & White rail- 
way, but I hardly think the legislature will 
take a course which will Interfere with the 
supply of capital necessary for the com- 
pletion of that road. Money Is being sent 
out every month from London to pay for 
the work of const met Ion. Owing to the 
war It Is hard enough getting money for 
a railway In that part of the world under 
the most favorable circumstances without 
handicapping the company by a rival char- 
ter." 

"The Yukon & White Pass railway is de- 
scribed frequently ns ft United States con. 
cern. Is tills correct V" 

"Not at all. The president of the com- 
pany Is nn Englishman; the stock Is owned 
In Knglnnd; the money conies from London; 
nil the principal officers engaged In con- 
struction are British or Canadian, except 
Mr. Hawkins, the chief engineer and gener- 
al manager. I myself am a Canadian. Per- 
haps the fact that Close Bros., who nre 
financing the project, have a branch in 
Chicago may explain why the company is 
called an American concern. And It is not 
true that the greater pnrt of the supplies 
are bought In the United States. By very 
much the greater portion Is bought In Van- 
couver and Victoria. 

"The railway from Skagwny to Bennett 
13 in excellent shape and dally trains nre 
running on the summer schedule. It has 
been blocked twice, once for six days, and 
once, when the rotary snow plough broke, 
for fourteen days; but ns soon ns we got 
the plough partly repaired we opened the 
road, although one of the cylinders of the 
plough was gone. This has been replaced 
and the line will probably not be closed 
again, 

"l am now working 750 men la construc- 
tion and on my return I will begin to In- 
crease the force steadily, so that by the 
time spring opens there will be fully L'.tXHI 
men at work. We will then keep up work 
steadily day and night, working two shifts 
of twelve hours each, but as we pay by the 
hour men often work for more than twelve 
hours, it is never so dark that all kinds 
of work cannot be done us well at midnight 
ns ut midday. The 42 miles from Caribou 
Crossing to Closeloigh, at White Horse 
Bnplds, Is nearly nil completed so far as 
the roadbed Is concerned. Tracklnylng will 
begin In April, for I have n lot of rails and 
one locomotive und a number of curs tit the 
Crossing. There nre two large bridges to be 
put In und the timber Is about ready. By 
June 10 I will have a train running fron* 
Caribou Crossing to Closeloigh. Prom Ben- 
net to Caribou Crossing the work will keep 
me very busy until the middle of August, 
But I nm confident that by August 15 n 
train will run from Skagway to Cioselelgh 
without change. Of course these plans 
presuppose that nothing will happen to in- 
terfere with the work." 

Asked his opinion as to the future of the 
Upper Yukon, Mr. Honey said that he was 
satisfied that it is well worth developing. 
He had received excellent reports from 
trustworthy sources as to the placers on the 
Big Salmon. The copper deposits In the 
neighborhood of White Horse are exceed- 
ingly promising. 

There has been a good deal of cold wenth- 
er in the Yukon valley, Mr. Heney says, bat 
the snowfall has only been enough to make 
good roads. He Is running his Bed Line 
Transportation sleighs us fur down as Five 
Fingers, nnd here connection is made with 
the C. D. Company's horse sleds and dog 
teams running to Dawson. There Is a 
splendid two-horse road ail the way to Five 
Fingers. Below that the road Is for single 
horses. He expects there will be a large 
passenger travel this way to Cape Nome, 
and he has already received a number of 
Inquiries as to the currying of freight for 
Nome down the river. 



FARMING PRIZES; 

Prof. Robertson Explains the Scheme to 
Stimulate Interest in Farm Life. 

The following letter to Farming from 
Prof. Robertson Is published ut the request 
of Mr. J. It. Anderson, deputy minister of 
agriculture: 

By the kindness of a generous friend 
who loves to stimulate the activities of 
boys aud girls In farm homes in such di- 
rections ns will lead them out (educate) 
Into happy nnd useful lives, I am able to 
offer S10.000 in cash prizes for the selection 
of seed grnln on farms In all the prov- 
inces, on a plan which wlli lead to great 
Improvement In the crops throughout the 
whole country. 

It Is highly desirable that the boys and 
girls In form homes should study this sub- 
ject nnd begin the selection of seed grain 
under the advice and supervision of their 
Barents. 

I. The competition In every province 
will be open to all boys and girls in It who 
have not passed their eighteenth birthday 
before the 1st January, 1900. 

II. There will be separate competitions 
for each province; and the Northwest Ter- 
ritories are to be considered us one prov- 
ince for tills purpose. 

III. The main competition will continue 
for three years; and the prizes will he 
awarded to those who obtain the largest 
number of murks on the following plan: 

(a) Any aero of onts, on the farm at 
which the competitor lives, may be select- 
ed for 1I)(X); one mark will be awarded for 
every pound in weight of grain of good 
quality obtnlncd from the acre In l'.K)0. 

tb) Before the grain Is harvested In 1000, 
a quantity of large heads shall be select- 
ed to yield enough heavy plump seeds to 
sow one acre In 1001, and two marks will 
be nwarded for every pound lu weight of 
grain of good quality obtained from the 
acre In 1001. 

(c) Before the grain Is harvested In 10O1. 
a quantity of large heads shall be select- 
ed to yield enough heavy plump seeds to 
sow one ncre In 11102; and three marks 
will be nwarded for every pound In weight 
of grain of good quality obtained from the 
acre In 1902. 

(d) The competitor who obtains the 
largest number of marks lu the totnl of 
the three years will receive the first prize 
in the province; the competitor who ob- 
tains the second largest number of marks, 
the second nr!r?; and so on for ten prizes 
lu every province. 

(e) There will be nlso prizes for wheat on 
the snme plnn.

THB WAR. 

I Con. French's movement outlined in our 
Bespatchps is an interesting one. Yester- 
day afternoon it was stated that he had 
seized a crossing of the Riet river and 
this morning's news announces that he 
lias advanced twenty-five miles further to 
the Modder river, where he has occupied 
several crossings besides capturing sever- 
nl ot the enemy's laagers. These laagers 
nrc apparently along Crouge'« line of 
communication with the railway at 
Bloemfontein, although the vagueness of 
the maps make it impossible to form a 
very accurate idea. The Riet and the 
Modder rivers unite a little west of the 
IPrcc State boundary. Methuen's main 
force is near" the junction of the two 
rivers and so also is Crongs'fi. French's 
movement Hanks Orange on the left and 
we have already been told of a move- 
ment to flank the Boer general on the 
right. These tactices are calculated to 
reader of comparatively little value the 
elaborate defences constructed along the 
line of railway, where the battle of Ma- 
Beisfontein was fought.

REDISTRIBUTION. 

Mr. Turner was wholly right in say- 
ing that it is impossible for a ministry, 
situated as that of Mr. Semlin's is, to 
bring down a fair measure of redistribu- 
tion. Redistribution is a matter of su- 
preme importance, and no government 
whose control of the house is gone 
should attempt anything of the kind, or, 
if it attempts it, should be permitted to 
carry out its plans. The temptation to 
gerrymander would be too great to re- 
sist. Moreover, any single member of 
the house could take the government by 
the throat and compel it to alter his con- 
stituency or leave it alone, just as it 
Hiiited his individual wishes, a condition 
of things that would be little else than 
a scandal. Redistribution is lasting in 
its effects, it should therefore only be 
undertaken by a government which by 
tsotne show of plausibility could be 
claimed to posesss the confidence of the 
country. We feel so strongly about this 
that we would regard it to he the duty 
of the Lieutenant-Governor to refuse his 
assent to such a measure unless it were 
carried by a substantial majority.

"<"> That we believe a great deprecia- 
tion in the value of property and business 
interests will follow any repeal of the 
eight-hour law, and that there is reason 
to believe the peace of the community 
and all commercial and property inter- 
ests and credits would suffer by a repeal 
of said law." 

Wo submit that this is language which 
ought not to be addressed to the house. 
It is a direct attempt at intimidation. 
The house is warned against repealing 
a certain law, and told that the peace of 
the. community and property interests 
will suffer. In other words the mob will 
rise in Kootenay as it rose in the Coer 
d' Alone, and as one of the miners' unions 
declared in its infamous manifesto, it 
ought to rise in this province. Things 
have come to a pretty pass certainly 
when men dare address such language to 
the legislature, and when a Speaker al- 
lows a petition employing such language 
to bo rend in the house. Not only hns it 
been read, but it has been printed by the 
Queen's Printer and widely circulated. 

We submit that some member of the 
house ought to move that this petition 
shall be taken from the files. It is cer- 
tainly not desirable to establish a pre 
cedent that the legislature can be threat 
ened with the open disregard of any laws 

it may pass.

RA1 LWAY DEVELOPMENT. 

The development of British Columbia 
by means of railway construction is 
matter which cannot be long left 
abeyance. There is a radical distinction 
between the policy of the present admini- 
stration and that of its predecessors in 
this particular. If Mr. Semlin and his 
colleagues consider railway construction 
as something which the province ought 
to assist, they have as yet done nothing 
to demonstrate it, but on the contrary 
have adopted a policy of repudiation in 
respect to the agreements entered into in 
good faith and on the strength of legis- 
lative aid. Another radical difference 
be found in the fact that whereas it 
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D A NGEROUS LEG IS L AT r O X . 

Before passing into law and undertak- 
ing to enforce an enactment of such a 
drastic and far-reaching character as the 
Goal Mines Regulation Act the members 
of the house (should carefully consider 
what will be the effect of its application 
lo existing conditions. For the moment 
we do not concern ourselves about the 
ethics of the discrimination as it may af- 
fect foreigners, but at the present time 
■we are only directing attention to the 
•wrong that will be inflicted upon a small 
but most deserving class of our own peo- 
ple. We are aware that the principal ob- 
ject iu view is to prohibit the employment 
underground of Chinese and Japanese, 
the former act having been declared un- 
constitutional by the privy council. The 
clause as at present framed goes much 
further than the old law, and includes in 
the proposed exclusion "any person who 
is unable to read the special rules for 
said mini' as printed in English. We 
cannot too strongly urge upon the gov- 
ernment and the members of the house 
to pause and consider the consequence. 
Good miners who cannot read English 
sire perhaps a small percentage of the 
whole, but how few the number may be 
it will not lie right for the legislature to 
say that they must abandon their calling. 
We refer especially to men of our own 
race, but the same remarks will apply t<> 
the Scandinavian, the Italian or any 
other alien who has not learned to read 
English. The proposed amendment 
should not pass in its present form. 

Wo think this very moderate view of 
this question will commend itsell to most 
people outside the house, anil we are not 
without hope that it will be accepted by 
a. majority of the legislature. It shows 
the hasty and ill-considered nature of the 
bill to which the house is asked to as- 
sent. We think it only fair to assume 
that if the. government had been acting 
in the public interest and not simply as 
a solicitor holding a brief for a certain 
mining corporation. We would like to 
hear the views of the Times on this point. 
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THREATENING THE HOUSE. 

Mr. Speaker Forster is a great stickler 
for formality in documents presented to 
the house, and has refused to allow peti- 
tions to be read because they did not 
conclude with a prayer. Like many per- 
sons who grasp at the form he fre- 
quently misses the substance, and as an 
illustration we may cite the petition of 
Duuiel & Chambers and others. The 
petition is defective because it does not 
disclose who the petitioners nrc. They 
may be United States citizens residing in 
Colorado, or Boers dwelling in Johan- 
nesburg for all that appears iu the peti- 
tion. The persons signing it describe 
themselves in '.he following words: "The 
petition of the undersigned business and 
fessionnl men." We submit that the 
house ought to know something more 
than this about the persons whose peti- 
tion it received. It ought to know where 
:tlu;y.elnim to reside, among other things, 
but there is not a word in the petition 



was the object of the Turner ministry 
secure the co-operation of the federal 
and provincial governments in the pro- 
motion of railway construction, Mr. Sem- 
lin and his colleagues have shown a dis- 
position to treat any charter privileges 
or assistance that may be received from 
Ottawa by a company incorporated by 
the provincial house as equivalent to a 
forfeiture of all rights conferred by our 
legislature. Mr. McPhillips has taken 
the lead in opposing th'is extremely sec- 
tional view, which we hope will not long 
prevail. By what process of reasoning 
anyone can hope to justify it as yet re 
mains, at least so far as we have been 
able to observe, a profound mystery 
reason has ever been advanced. 

The ministry which revives a policy 
of railway subsidies will meet with a 
great deal of hostile criticism, but we 
are unable to see why this should pre 
vent the introduction of some -well-con- 
sidered measure. There was a tremen- 
dous outcry against the Turner govern- 
ment because of the subsidy to the 
Columbia & Western railway. This 
very moderate sub\ention has ensured 
the construction of an exceedingly im- 
portant railway line, one that has open- 
ed up what some claim to be the richest 
portion of the province. The subsidy 
only applies to the main line, not to the 
many branches already built and the 
many more that will have to be built as 
the mining industry expands. The sub- 
sidy is nominally $4,000 per mile, but if 
the branch lines are taken into com 3d 
oration it will he found to he very much 
less. We mention this not to make an 
argument in favor of the proposal to re 
store the Turner policy so far as re 
lates to this piece of railway, 
for both sides of the house 
seem agreed about this, but for the 
purpose of showing that it is not alone a 
trunk line that is secured by a judicious 
subsidy, but numerous branches, for 
which the province gives nothing at all. 
We believe that a government which will 
refuse to be influenced by the ad eaptnn- 
dum clamor of demagogues anil intro- 
duce a reasonable system of railway sub- 
sidies will find itsef cordially supported 
by the great body of the people. 

The feeling against land subsidies is 
at present very great. On no subject do 
the alleged friends of the people delight 
to dilate more than upon this. There are 
objections to land subsidies, and for our 
part we prefer cash bonuses, because 
they arc definite in value and because 
they can be surrounded with conditions 
which will reduce the burden upon the 
country. Possihly a judicious guarantee 
arrangement would be better than either 
cash or land. This is a matter to which 
much consideration ought lo be given. 
1 1 would probably not be found difficult 
to devise a plan whereby the investment 
of capital in the development of rail- 
ways could be brought about without 
placing any serious obligation upon the 
taxpayers,. The subject must be ap- 
proached in a businesslike way, for it is, 
after all, a simple business proposition. 
We do not wish to be understood as de- 
claring wholly against any future offer 
of land subsidies, for in this point, wo 
wish to remain perfectly free to discuss 
any proposition that may be made, 

However it may be brought about 
there is nothing more certain than that 
if British Columbia is to increase in po 
pulation and developc wealth, something 
must be done to inaugurate an era of ac- 
tive railway construction. Vancouver 



neca call for the iron road to make their 
great, resources available. An all-Can- 
adian route to the Yukon is among the 
necessities of the hour. How best can 
these lines be secured? If any one can 
suggest a way that will not involve pro- 
vincial aid, we shall cheerfully give it 
all the support in our power; but until 
this has been done we shall continue of 
the opinion that a judicious railway sub- 
sidy plan must be n part of the policy 
of any successful provincial administra- 
tion. 

CHINA'S RESOLUTION. 

it is alleged that China, or rather the 
Dowager Empress of China, has resolved 
that the end has come to the territorial 
concessions granted to European powers, 
and that hereafter if any Occidental na- 
tion gets any Oriental real estate it will 
only he after lighting for it. This re- 
sult c, if it has been reached, and all 
stories touching the foreign policy of 
China must be taken with allowance, has 
cnine none too soon anil there will natur- 
ally be a great deal of interest to learn 
what has inspired it. Two explanation 
will suggest themselves. One is that the 
line hand of Russia is getting in its work 
and the other is that Japan has made 
her inllueuce felt. A third explanation is 
possible, namely, that the determination 
to resist foreign aggression has collie 
from within the empire itself, ami this 
is no! at all improbable, for China con- 
tains many nu n of great ability who can- 
not have altogether deaf and blind to 
what ha.s been going on in the world. 
One of the lessons which the war in 
South Africa is teaching is that weak na- 
tions acting on the defensive can exer- 
cise indefinite powers of resistance. China 
an afford to defy almost any European 
power, especially if she can count upon 
the naval and military support of Japan. 
Except against Great Britain and pos- 
ibly the United States Japan could more 
linn hold her own in the China sea, and 
comparatively small land force, well 
posted, would make the invasion of China 
from the coast practically impossible. It 
is quite probable that the people at the 
head of affairs at Pekin understand very 
fully that they can count upon .Japanese 
assistance against foreign aggression, and 
have therefore felt encouraged to till 
positive stand against the surrender of 
any more territory. It is also possible 
that the Dowager Empress may feel en 
cournged to the new step by the entrance 
of the United States into the field of 
Oriental politics. The Washington gov- 
ernment evidently does not aim at tcrri 
torial aggrandizment on the Asiatic con 
tinent, hut it stands committed to oppose 
anything that may tend to impair perfect 
freedom of trade iu that quarter of the 
globe. With Great Britain and the 
United States committed so strongly 
the open-door policy in the East and 
Japan jealous of European aggression 
the position of China is stronger than it 
has been for many years.

Of course wo know 
this to be a fact, but it is amusing to 
have such a demonstration.

The ba- 
gatelle of $50 per ununi on each lease as 
rental cuts no figure with monopolists 
and speculators. 

Mr. McPhillips seems to be expanding 
the ideas of a certain T. R. Melnnes, of 
Atlin fnme, whose unselfish mining com- 
mentaries have become famous.

In the House of Commons the other 
day, in answer to a question by Col. 
Prior as to why the proposed electrie 
light has not been placed on Brotchie 
Ledge, hi- was informed, according to 
the telegraph report, that "the depart- 
ment of marine lias not procured a cable 
for the electric light to Brotchie Ledge, 
as no cable manufacturing firm would 
accept a special order at present, owing 
to the small quantity required." 

Commenting upon this statement by the 
minister the Colonist remarked that, 
"The proper lighting of Brotchie Ledge 
seems to be postponed indefinitely." 

The minister's representative in Vic- 
toria, however, has another version of 
the matter, according to which it is not 
the rush of work at the factories that 
delays the making of the cable, but there 
is to be no cable at all, as the makeshift 
light is quite good enough. This is what 
he writes: 

"Adverting to a statement in this morn- 
ing's Colonist re the lighting of Brotchie 
Ledge beacon, it is made to appear that 
the light is unsatisfactory, or that it is 
not properly lighted. From personal ob- 
servations on board the Charmer last 
night and the unanimous good reports of 
all the captains passing it, the light is 
pronounced to be all that is desirable, the 
quick occulting light makes it discernible 
from all other lights and unmistakable.

Redistribution was the text of yester- 
day's debate in the legislature, continuing 
almost without interruption through the 
entire afternoon, with frequent sharp pas- 
sages, in which Mr. Martin— the mover 
of the censure motion based upon the 
failure of the government to bring down 
a general redistribution hill—took his full 
share. The government by an amend- 
ment presented by the Premier, conced- 
ed the demand for redistribution, with a 
promise to introduce such a measure at 
an early date. The debate was still in 
progress when six o'clock came, Mr. Mar- 
tin having tl"' Boor on the amendment, 
["he overworked press gallery joined with 
a considerable portion of the house in 
asking for no night session — but the gov- 
ernment said that the debate must pro- 
ceed. The result was that in the even- 
ing the press galleries were deserted, and 
delivering speeches for only the house to 
hear was something the members had 
not anticipated. Mr. Martin moved for 
an adjournment of the debate, and too 
government granted the motion— with a 
stipulation that it should not be consid- 
ered a precedent — whereupon purely rou- 
tine work was taken up for the remainder 
of the evening. The otlier interesting 
feature of yesterday was presented by 
Mr. Higgins—in effect a charge that the 
government had unwarrantably withheld 
from the return of correspondence order- 
ed by the house in connection with the 
working of the eight-hour law, the most 
important communication in the series, 
in which the Minister of Mines had vir- 
tually promised that the house would 
this session be asked to consider amend- 
ments to the law. lie has a vote of cen- 
sure on the paper in connection herewith. 

Prayers being read by Rev. W. Leslie 
Clay, petitions were presented as follows: 

By Mr. Green— From eighty residents 
■ >f Kaslo, asking for legislation to assure 
the better observance of the Lord's Day. 

By Mr. Kellie— From John McDowell, 
a carpenter, formerly employed at the 
government buildings. 

WESTERN TELEPHONE CO. 

In a report from the private bills com- 
mittee, it was recommended that the peti- 
tion for incorporation of the Western 
Telephone & Telegraph Company be not 
granted, in consequence of the rules as to 
advertising not having been complied 
with. 

On motion that the report be received 
it was proposed in amendment by Mr. .1. 
M. Martin that the petition be received 
upon payment of double 'fees— the mem- 
ber for Kossland claiming that the tech- 
nicality presenting itself should not be 
allowed to outweigh the public interests 
to he secured by the passage of the bill 
and the carrying out of the proposed 
works. 

Col. Baker hoped to have some ex- 
planation from the private bills commit- 
ter which body must have had good rea- 
son for the rejection of this bill. 

Mr. Green explained that the commit- 
tee had found that the standing rules had 
not been complied with, and .after ma- 
ture consideration could recommend no 
other course than that proposed by the 
report. 

From this explanation. Mr, Turner 
drew the deductions that the rejection of 
this bill was no way based upon its 
lack of merit. The house had frequently 
suspended the general rules to assist the 
accomplishment of projects that were 
clearly in flie public interest. 

Mr. A. W. Smith traced the history of 
the petition in its progress through the 
private bills committee, showing that the 
neglect and delay in advertising was al- 
most unparalleled in this instance, and 
pointing out tile danger of allowing all 
rules of the house to be set at naught. 
There had never been a petition present- 
ed to the British Columbia legislature— 
so far as lie was aware— that was so 
much out of order as this. 

Mr. McPhillips favored the suspension 
of the rules as in the public interest. Mr. 
Booth also supported the reception of the 
petition, as did Mr. Joseph Martin. Mr. 
Pooley had not yet seen the petition and 
therefore knew nothing of the merits of 
the proposition; he endorsed the main- 
tenance of the rules and committee, or at 
least such delay as would permit the 
house to consider the question. Mr. Mc- 
Bride favored the admission of the peti- 
tion and its consideration by the house. 

As objection had been raised, Mr. 
Speaker announced that the rules could 
not be suspended, further debate arising 
upon this verbal ruling participated in 
bv Messrs. Booth, McPhillips, lliggins 
and Henderson. 

The motion of Mr. J. M. Martin was 
finally ruled out of order, having been ob- 
jected to. 

"May we know who objects," asked 
Mr. McPhillips. 

"I do," said Mr. Pooley, who announc- 
ed as his reason that lie was not in fa- 
vor of passing upon any measure that 
be bad had not opportunity lo inspect. 

Mr. Martin promised to renew his mo- 
tion on the requisite two days' notice, and 
the debate was accordingly adjourned by 
the Attorney-General for three days.

"And whereas there were omitted from 
the said return a letter which had an 
important bearing on the controversy 
with regard to the enforcement of the 
section -1 of an act intituled "Inspection 
of Metalliferous Mines Amendment Act, 
iS'.H), said letter being addressed to the

Mr. Martin— I would have been quite 
prepared to go on with this matter to- 
day had it not been for the suggestion 
of the government thut the redistribution 
matter would come up to-day. For this 
reaBon I bad supposed that it was the 
.SQycriinieut'B wish that this should not 
come up. *' 

Hon. Mr. Semlin— I do not Bee that 
that would be any reason for passing 
over this important resolution. We have 
hardly yet got to the regular orders. 
When we get to them we will be able 
to take up that other matter. 

Mr. Martin— If 1 had hud any idea of 
that kind I would have been prepared. 
I am not now prepared. If the govern- 
ment persisted in going on with the mat- 
ter he should simply ask to drop the mo- 
tion from the paper and put it on again. 
» "I cannot go on without my material," 
he concluded. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton— I think the hon. gen- 
tleman can see that I was only making 
a reasonable request in asking that such 
a matter as this should he brought on at 
the earliest possible moment. But if 
the hon. gentleman says he is not prepar- 
ed to go on, I do not wish to put him 
to any inconvenience, and I will ask that 
it he is ready to go on to-morrow he will 
proceed then, and not give the two days' 
notice. I am not aware that the gov- 
ernment made any such arrangement as 
he refers to, hut 1 am willing to let the 
matter stand for a day. 

The order was passed over. 

IiEDISTIUHUTION. 

MR. KELLIB then resumed the ad- 
journed debate on Mr. Joseph Martin's 
redistribution motion of want of con- 
fidence. He said: "Yesterday the hon. 
mover insinuated that T had been 'put 
up' to adjourn the debate- 
Mr. Martin— I said I accepted Mr. 
Kellie's statement yesterday, and there 
is therefore no necessity to bring that 
matter up again. 

Mr. Kellie remarked that if the house 
would look at the report of the matter 
in the Colonist, it would be seen that 
the hon. gentleman had accepted in one 
way and did nut in another. He did 
not know what great effort it took to 
move the adjournment of a debate. It 
was not the first time in that house that 
he had done so, and he had made the 
motion chiefly because he wanted to get 
some figures to show that the move to 
bring in a redistribution bill was a move 
in the right direction. But he confessed 
that Mr. Martin was trying to make po- 
litical capital for an election which he 
(Mr. Mnrtin) expected to come on in n 
very short time. 'If Mr. Martin had 
been anxious to get a redistribution hill 
brought on and was actuated only by a 
desire for the good of the country, he 
wonld have approached the government 
privately and asked it to introduce a 
measure. 

Mr. Martin— I asked it publicly in this 
house half a dozen times. 

Mr. Kellie— Well, all right. In regard 
to this redistribution, when the matter 
was brought forward in the house two 
years ago, he had pointed out to the 
government that a district from which 
one-third .of the ordinary revenue came 
and which had 30 per cent, of the popu- 
lation, had only one member. In their 
generosity,- said Mr. Kellie, the late gov- 
ernment gnve'us half a member for Koo- 
tenay to the two we bad already. 
(Tianghter.) 

Mr. Eberta (pointing to Mr. Green- 
Excuse me, is that the half memberd 
there? (Loud laughter.) 
t Mr. Kellie was proceeding without no- 
ticing the interruption when 

Mr. Green rose and said: "Mr. Speak- 
er, I rise to a question of privilege. (Loud 
laughter.) I' must insist on the hon. 
member for Revelstoke taking that 
back. He must certainly put it in an- 
other way. I won't submit to being call- 
ed n half member." (Renewed merri- 
ment.) 

Mr. Kellie— Well, Mr. Speaker, I had 
not reached that hon. member really yet 
but I will take it back. (Laughter.) 
am willing to admit that be is a whole 
member. What he wanted to point out 
was that the government cut up part of 
one of the Vale divisions and a part of 
bis old district and made it into n con- 
stituency, but had lefused to give any 
increase. The then opposition had made 
a hard fight and at last the government 
bad given theni this additional member 
for the Slocnn (Mr. Green). He said 
that he for one had always been in fa 
yor of a fair redistribution bill, and was 
in favor of it now, and he favored the 
government moving in that direction and 
bringing in. a bill. We could have an 
election and fight the thing out ou its 
merits and let the best men win. 

Mr. Martin— Hear, hear. That is the 
thing. 

Mr. Kellie — I do not want any favors 
nf nny man. any government, or nny 
persons, but what we should have is an- 
other redistribution hill brought down 
on n fair basis, taking into considera- 
tion nil the circumstances. 

HON. MR. SEMLIN pointed out that 
this -was not the first time by any means 
that this matter had been discussed in 
this or previous houses, n had come up 
repeatedly and had been well discussed. 
The members now sitting on the govern- 
ment side bad, when in opposition, taken 
the ground that the redistribution of 
peat« now in force bad not been based 
upen a fair and equitable baais, and did 
not fluceeod in giving a fair representa- 
tion to all parts of the country. The 
premier went on to refer :o thp kkfl 
which once prevailed that the Island and 



Mainland should be treated separately in 
regard to this matter. He conceded that 
earlier government had had difficulties 
to meet in dealing with this matter. The 
present condition of the province was 
very different to what it was in the early 
days, and each government had in the 
arrangement of representation a difficult 
matter to deal with. They were, no 
doubt, quite willing to give the province 
a fair system of redistribution, but 
thocie goverumente always had to consid- 
er the needs of those who felt that they 
wouid be disturbed if a fair system of 
redistribution was passed in the house. 
That had always been a difficulty and 
possibly would be so iu succeeding meas- 
ures of this Isiud,- - 

The Premier guve reasons for his be- 
lief that the last bill introduced by the 
late government was not a fair one, and 
went on to noW that Mr. Martiu in his 
resolution had made an imperative de- 
mand on the house — a demand that he 
considered unfair when he (Mr. Martin) 
insisted that a redistribution measure 
should be brought down before any other 
business was conducted. That was a 
demand which meant that no 'matter how 
pressing other matters might be, the 
house must suspend those matters and 



that they were afraid of defeat on any- 
thing of moment, so evenly balanced were 
the parties, Naturally such a condition 
was not in the interest of the country, 
and should be terminated as speedily as 
possible. But of all measures, a redistri- 
bution measure was the last that should 
be so much as suggested by a government 
so situated. 

MR. MUNRO pointed out that the 
leader of the opposition had unconsciously 
voiced a great truth. He had said that 
the agitation for redistribution had com- 
menced not with the people but with the 
members of the then opposition, and had 
by them been forced uptm the considera- 
tion of the people. Even so. What mat- 
tered it where the agitation had started, 
as it was evident the people had endorsed 
the movement. Mr. Turner suid that it 
made no difference how the province was 
divided, so long as the various districts 
got each their share of attention. He 
contended that it made no difference to 
the people whether the government re- 
presented the minority or the majority. 
Just such a state of affairs it was that 
had made it possible for the Turner parti- 
te hang to power, while they iu reality 
represented but an insignificant minority. 
This having been the experience of the 



keep them in suspense until a redistribu- I late government, it was natural that they 

should support such unfair distribution. 

MR. Mcl'HILLlPS announced that he 
for one could not and would not look for 
a fair and just measure of redistribution 
from this government after the illustra- 
tion of unfairness that had been afforded 
in (lie matter of the cancellation ot the 
voters' lists of Victoria City — the govern- 
ment having destroyed the lists for Vic- 
toria Oity but left intact the lists of the 
city of Vancouver, where they felt them- 
selves supported. Conduct such as this 
could justify no other conclusion than 
that a government was at the helm that 
could not bring down a fair, just or 
equitable measure. The voters' lists in 
question had been cancelled with no fair 
time allowance in which to complete a 
registration of names; this work had been 
taken in band by members of tin! opposi- 
tion in Victoria City, and as many names 
as possible had been secured, without re- 
gard at all to the political views of the 
volcrs registered. It was useless for the 
government of the day to deny that it 
was influenced by feelings of sectional- 
ism. The house had seen Measures 
brought before it by the government that 
were not iu the public interest Imt in the 

interest of individuals 

Hon. Mr. Henderson, rising »o a point 
or order, asked Mr. Sneaker if the hon. 
gentleman was entitled to mi'ke such a 
statement as than? 

"Why not," inquired Mr. .Rooley — "wh, 
not when it's true?" 
Hun. Mr. Henderson — "It's not true." 
Mr. McPhiiiips contended that it was, 
He was glad to see that lie bad touch 
the government on the raw, and he mam 
taiued that he was entitled to judge tin 
government by past ovonts, these past 
events all indicating that no measure of 
justice could be looked for from this gov 
eminent. Even at the beginning of the 
present session the government, in th 
speech from the .throne had indicated 
its intention of endeavoring to secure 
temporary majority by carving out a con 
atituenoy where it fancied it could obtain 
support— in the same manner that it hat 
kept on the voters' lists for Vancouver 
where they felt strong. This surely was 
.sectionalism of the worst class. That 
there had been jio maturely formed in 
tendon to introduce u general measure of 
redistribution wihen the session opened 
was evidenced bjr there being no refer- 
ence thereto in the speech from th 
throne — indeed the reference to the mak- 
ing io a new constituency for Boundary 
was perhaps the strongest argument thai 
there had been no intention to go in for 
thorough redistribution until the govern 
meat had been brought to a sense of it 
duty by the motion of the third menibe 
for Vancouver. The Premier's amend 
mejat was itself an indication of fatal 
weakness. No stable .government woul 
bnve thought for a moment of meetin 
-such a resolution witli an amendment 
thai was an admission of neglect and 
promise to do as the .resolution suggested 
It seemed that even with their limited fol 
lowing the government had met with the 
.situation that they could not control oven 
their own supporters to the extent of vol 
ing down the motion of condemnation. 
The amendment was therefore an elo 
quent expression of weakness, and hi 
could not look fur any fair redistribution 
measure presented by this government 
as judged by its past course such 
measure would be neither fair, just nor 
equitable, 

MR. HELGESEN could vol see why 
the house should be asked to drop nil 
other business in order lo get up a re- 
distribution measure at short notice. Tin 
present did not seem lo him to be lilt 
proper time for a thorough redistribu- 
tion. A census would soon be held, and 
after that the subject could be attacked 
with intelligent knowledge of the facts, 
for there would be some basis of con- 
sideration as to population, distribution 
of wealth etc.

tion bill was brought down and probably 
consummated. That, he thought, would 
be putting the house to a great disadvant- 
age. Members ou the government side 
had always contended for a fair system 
of redistribution. But such a measure, 
as hon. gentlemen opposite knew, requir- 
ed time and careful consideration. He 
therefore moved in amendment to strike 
out all words after the first "whereas" 
and insert: 

"The party which supports the present 
government has for many years insisted 
uiion a more representative system of 
electoral representation; and whereas 
this house recognizes that since the ad- 
vent to power of the present government, 
circumstances and the administrative de- 
mands made upon it have hitherto pre- 
vented action in this matter; therefore, be 
it resolved that this house is of opinion 
that the interests of the province require 
that a fair and equitable measure for 
the redistribution of electoral districts 
shall bo introduced at an early date dur- 
ing the present session." 

The government, Hon. Mr. Semlin con- 
tinued, was just as anxious for a fair 
measure of redistribution as the mover 
of the resolution was, but it did not think 
the business of the house should be sus- 
pended in the manner suggested in order 
to consummate that matter. Iu saying 
that, the government did ,not retreat at 
all from the position that had always 
been taken by the members now on that 
side of the bouse. They had always con- 
sidered this a most important question. 
The member for Vancouver hud said in 
the preamble of his resolution that "the 
government has an extremely narrow 
majority (if any) and may at any time 
meet with defeat," also that "the party 
which the present government purports 
to represent took strong ground when in 
opposition against the present unfair re- 
distribution of seats." As to that, the 
circumstances were certainly different in 
the house, but he was not aware that 
they were in the country. If he were 
right in the premise they should just as 
well have been censured for not bring- 
ing one in this session. 

"But," went on the Premier, "we- are 
prepared to bring iu such a measure at 
a very early day— (applause)— and such 
being the case I will beg to amend the 
motion of the hon. member for Vancou- 
ver as I have indicated. 

Mil. TURNER could fully sympathize 
with the leader of the government in the 
difficulty he had experienced, in reference 
to this motion. He knew that when Mr. 
Semlin sat on the opposition side of the 
house he had very frequently suggested 
that a redistribution measure should be 
brought down, and it was spoken of as if 
it were a very easy concern to bring in 
a fair redistribution measure. Rut now 
he knew personally from the leader of 
the government that he had found 
that it was a much more difficult thing 
to satisfy the country than he supposed 
or stated it was at the time he (Mr. 
Semlin) was in opposition. There was 
perhaps a great deal more made of this 
redistribution matter than was at ail 
necessary. It was true that before the 
last election owing to the urgent pres- 
sure of members of the opposite side of 
l lie house, it was forced on the electors 
in different parts of the country. It was 
not the electors who forced redistribution 
on the house hut just the reveise — cer- 
tain members of the then opposition forc- 
ed it ou the country. As a matter of 
fact, though the country was possibly 
not fairly divided before, owing to the 
great changes which had taken place in 
the province during the previous few 
years in connection with the distribution 
of population, the conditions were very far 
from being as tin; tnen opposition' had 
stated them. Rut the arguments of the 
hon. gentlemen who were then in oppo- 
sition—and some of them were read yes- 
terday— seemed to assume that in British 
Columbia it was easily possible to so ap- 
portion representation to the electors that 
they should approximately represent the 
same number of voters in the province. 
(Government cries of "no.") He did not 
know that this was the case— he did not 
know that it was possible even to give 
such a measure of representation as had 
been formerly agitated for by the then 
opposition— and which now that they wer» 
the government they themselves saw the 
difficulties of. Nor did he consider that 
British Columbia had in the past suffer- 
ed at all seriously— if at all— through the 
alleged disparity in representation.

There had indeed been no real legis- 
lation during the six weeks that the house 
had been in session- the bills that had 
thus for been offered were for such im- 
portant purposes chiefly as the crossing 
of a "t" or the dotting of an "i" — save 
in the case of the Coal Mines Regulation

been cancelled. (Loud applause). He 
would suport the Premier's amendment. 

MR. N'EILL, referring to the section- 
alism cry raised by some opposition 
members said that be as one of the few 
Island meiubors would certainly propose 
to see that no injustice was done to the 
Maud, bul he would be very careful be- 
fore he raised the cry of .sectionalism to 
see what tin; proposed measure of redis- 
tribution was. 

MR. EBERTS claimed that members 
on the other side of the house had been 
completely gulled with reference to the 
lists of Victoria and New Westminster.

Mr. Ilclgeecu— - What about the dead 
ones? 

Mr. Elicits- 1 have just told you they 
were dropped from the list. You don't 
expect that the dead ones will live here 
do you, or you don't expect that they 
will live in any other portion of the con- 
stituency that lias been enlarged? As to 
the resolution he felt only able to sup- 
port part of it, and that was the refer- 
ence as to the government's narrow ma- 
jority. He went on to speak of the 
foresight of the late government in meet- 
ing the coining needs of Cassiar by giv- 
ing that district another member, al- 
though the motives of the late govern- 
ment were impugned by the then opposi- 
tion. Then it gave a new member to 
Vancouver, a new one to Rosslnnd, and 
a member to the Slocan. They could not

Mr. Elicits went on to say that the 
hon. gentlemen opposite had not propos- 
ed one single different constituency to 
those which the late government brought 
forward in its last redistribution bill.

J. M. M.A.RTIN prefaced his i 
marks by saying that he would have bcnn 
satisfied at first with the measure of par 
tial redistribution proposed at the com- 
mencement of the i session, to give a mem 
ber to the Iiwundnry country; it appeared 
however, not to satisfy the majority of 
the party. He denied that any sectional- 
ism would lie provoked by what the gov- 
ernment had done.

But ho could gel no assurance from 
the government, not until he had taken 
advantage of his unquestionable right 
and brought the question up publicly— 
first, at a meeting in Nanaimo, when he 
had received an assurance from the mem- 
ber for South Nanaimo, who could not 
be said to speak for the government. 
Hon. Mr. Henderson had . said that it 
would have been a simple matter for

And yet 
they found thnl the government only 
clenned out the lists of Victoria and New 
Westminster, the two cities that returned 
members opposed to it, while the lists of 
the cities of Vancouver and Nanaimo, 
which cities were strongholds of the gov- 
ernment, were left, untouched. What was 
tho Inference'; The miserable excusq 
brought forward for this— may I call It 
vlllany, Mr. Speaker'.' (laughter)— was that 
the Vancouver list was cleaned up a few 
years ago. He said the chief object of the 
act of last session was to correct, the known 
errors In the Vancouver list. He sharply 
criticized the government for giving such 
short notice In the cast of the Victoria and 
New Westminster lists. The government 
thought that the party opposed to It would 
not e able to get its friends on the new 
lists. As far as Vancouver was concerned, 
he protested against the unfortunate posi- 
tion that that city had been placed In by 
that unfair trickery of the government. He 
did not know how many voters they had 
In Victoria; in Vancouver they had 0,000 
odd names on the list. He once more pro- 
tested against what he culled the outrage 
and said that for a redistribution bill the 
number of people on the list formed the 
most Important data in determining what 
representation should be given. The pres- 
ent list did not properly give the voters 
In Vancouver at the present day. As he 
had other points to deal with and as it 
was Hearing' six o'clock lie suggested that 
he should nnd Speaker should see that 
hour, which the latter did. 

D EB ATE ADJOIJHN EH . 

When the house resumed at H::iO Mil. 
JOSEPH MARTIN rose and stated that the 
unusual number of important speeches 
which had been delivered during the after- 
lioon would make it Impossible fur the 
gentlemen of the press gallery to extend 
their noti's as fully as the Importance of 
the subject demanded in time to catch the 
steamer for the Mainland. The procedure 
was unusual, but lie suggested under the 
circumstances that the debate be adjourn- 
ed, lie had a few more remarks to make 
upon Ibis subject himself, but lie consider- 
ed them so important as lo be worthy of 
publication. lie did not wish in give the 
impression that he ran after the news- 
papers, in fact he often got more notice 
than lo- deserved in that matter ami that 
not always favorable. 

After a brief consideration the Premier 
assented to this proposal. 

PRIVATE HI LL S. 

The house then proceeded with the con- 
sideration of private bills. Three of these 
were considered 111 committee, namely, the 
Chllcnt I'ass Hallway and Navigation bill, 
Hie Crow's Nest Pass Light and Power 
bill, and the Taku anil Atlln Railway bill. 
Upon these the only point taken was that 
regarding the clause prohibiting the em- 
ployment of Oriental labor. This called 
forth prolonged discussion, in which Mr. 
MePhillips spoke against the clause. 

HON. MR. COTTON explained that the 
government was awaiting the intimation 
from Ottawa of what stand would lie taken 
by the Canadian authorities regarding tho 
j railway bills in which this clause was In- 
cluded. Until it was known what action 
they would take it was Impossible for the 
provincial government to lay down any 
principle upon which It might treat this 
b ortoolfbra r.remarksp 
sort of labor. 

Mr. Joseph Martin was very aggres 
slve In pressing the government upon this 
point, and out of his attacks an acrimoni- 
ous debate with Mr. Mncpherson arose.

On Wednesday 7th instant, the owners 
and occupiers of Alberni were called to- 
gether by the medical oilicer of health to 
consider the urgent necessity for a public 
water supply. The meeting was fairly 
representative of the residents on the 
townsite. Mr. James Thomson was 
chosen chairman. The health officer, Dr. 
Watson, impressed on those present that 
it would be his duty before long to take 
steps to close many of the wells which 
were at present the only source of water 
for drinking purposes. Ho showed that 
there were now, upwards of sixty occu- 
pied tenements upon the townsite within 
an area of half a mile square, of which 
forty-six were private houses. At a very 
moderate scale of charges a suflleient in- 
come could be obtained by a water com- 
pany to pay a moderate interest on an 
expenditure of say $10,000 of capital. A 
public spirited owner of a suitable and 
convenient source for the supply of the 
town had made an offer to find the neces- 
sary capital and carry out a scheme for 
water supply, provided he could obtain 
the guaranteed support of the community. 
The medical oilicer strongly urged the 
meeting to appoint a committee at once 
to go into the whole matter, examine the 
various sources of a possible water supply 
and especially examine the merits of the 
offer just mentioned. 

Eventually the meeting appointed a 
committee of three.Mr. .lames Thomson, 
.Mr. George Forrest and Dr. Watson, to 
ileal with the matter and report to the 
inhabitants at a future public meeting. 

NELSON.

.[• Creek, ten miles this side of Wam-ta, 
in the Nelson & port Sheppard road. 
Hie health authorities have taken prompt 
mil decisive steps to keep the disease 
from spreading. On Thursday the quar- 
antine officer reported a suspicious case, 
md Dr. Symons too'c the morning train 
yesterday to investigate the matter. He 
located the trouble at Beaver Greek, ten 
lies this side of Waneta, finding a ease 
of smallpox in a section house occupied 
by twelve men. He communicated the 
facts to tin? local authorities, who imme- 
diately took action. Four men were 
hired yesterday afternoon to act as n 
guard over tin? infected shanty. Their 
orders are to prevent none of the inmates 
to leave the premises and. to allow no 
outsider to. come within the danger line. 
Dr. La Ban secured a special train and 
left with the guards at 7:30 last night 
for Beaver Creek. Provisions and sup- 
plies Were taken to last the party for 
some time. Dr. La Bau returned at 
midnight after completing arrangements 
for a thorough quarantine. — Tribune. 



HOCKEY AT MONTREAL.

Mr. Otterson says thaf he noticed an 
article in yesterday's Colonist signed by 
"Ashcroft" which stated that Captain 
Black and a party of six men had gone 
in to Manson creek viu the Aslieroft- 
Quesnellc route. Mr. Otterson says that 
the reason that Captain Bind: took this 
route was that had some supplies stored 
at Quesnelle and Stewart, and was forc- 
ed to go that way to pick them up. 
Mr. Otterson has been over both the 
Ashcroft-Quesnelle and the Hazelton 
routes, and says that it is a long, hard 
trip via Ashcroft. It is 280 miles to 
Quesnelle from Ashcroft and 1578 miles 
from Quesnelle to Manson creek. The 
trail is not broken in winter and the 
whole distance has to be broken on 
snowshoos. He was 30 days going in 
by that route last winter. William Mor- 
rison, J. Kavauagh, .T. Tierney and V 
Christian went in at the same time. 
He walked from Manson creek to Ha 
zeltou in -iOY^ hours last winter, and 
this route could easily be made into 
wagon road, and the expense would 
only be about one-third of that of open- 
ing the route from Ashcroft to Ques- 
nelle. Besides, the route through the 
Omineca country would open up pome 
splendid fanning country and would 
pass near Vidal creek, Lord's crock. Ten 
Mile creek and Germansen creek, on all 
of which placer mines are being worked. 
Mr. Otterson says that if this country is 
opened up it will surprise the people, nnd 
that the prospects for hydraulic mining 
there nre excellent. 

His company get all their supplies in 
by the Hezelton route. They go from 
Victoria to Hazelton by steamer and nre 
taken in from Hazelton to Mnnson creek 
in about nine dnys, there being only i53 
miles of packing. By the other route 
the supplies have to be pneked or taken 
by freight team 280 miles from Ashcroft 
to Quesnelle nnd from Quesnella to 
Mnnson creek, '37") miles. This takes 
about -10 days in summer, and the trail 
is not open in winter. Mr. Otterson says 
that there are about '50 horses on the 
Hazelton trail this year. He is an Am- 
erican, and says that he has no interest 
in any transportation, but is interested 
in hydraulic mining at. Mnnson creek. 

The company that he is interested in 
employs about 70 men. The St. An- 
thony Company employ 125 men nnd the 
Arctic Slope Mining Company about 50. 
and all these men go in by the Hazelton 
trail. There are about 22 white men 
going in nt the same time as Mr. Otter- 
son. and during this winter about 800 
Indians go in.

Report of the Years' Operation 
of This Philanthropic 
Institution. 



Government Urged to Establish 
a School for the Deaf 
and Dumb. 



The annual meeting of the British Co 
lumbia Benevolent Society was held yet 
terday afteruoa, when the old officer 
were re-elected, Mr. 11. Hall being plac- 
ed on the board in succession to Un: 
late Dixi II. Ross; the annual report of 
the president was read, and the following 
resolution passed: 

"Whereas it appears that: the province 
of British Columbia is now educating 
six children, viz., five deaf mutes and 
one blind, at institutions without the 
province, 

"And whereas, there nre now within 
the corporate limits of Victoria, twelve 
such similarly afflicted persons, equally 
entitled to the same consideration 
the six above mentioned, und wlierea 
there are known to be ten or eleven ad 
ditionnl other similarly ulllicted persons 
in the province, 

"And whereas it in the opinion of this 
society that the establishment of a 
school for deaf mute children at home 
is more desirable than sending them 
abroad, 

"Be it therefore resolved that the pro 
vincial government be urged to take 
steps towards the establishment of 
school for the proper education of the 
deaf, dumb and blind within this pro- 
vince." 

The report of the president follows: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: This is the 
twenty-eighth anniversary meeting of 
the British Columbia Benevolent Society 
and it is a matter of much gratification 
to me that we are still existing, and in n 
state of being able to carry out, although 
in a quiet way, its benevolent purposes 
notwithstanding the various other chari- 
table institutions that tmve in the past 
decade come into existence, 

For some months we were without 
funds during the past year, but even 
then we were able to grant nssistan 
in various ways, and one was to help 
pie in sickness and distress to reach 
their homes and friends, some of them 
at long distances, by our being able to 
get, in the name of the society, reduo 
rates of passage, the means of doing this 
were supplied from private donations 
the city council and the willing and cour 
teous assistance of the various railroad 
and steamboat agents, so that although 
out of cash for the time being, we were 
aide so far as we could to keep alive the 
usefulness of the society. 

At Christmasfide we were providential- 
ly supplied with funds through one or 
two private donations, one from the city 
council, and a generous bequest of S200 
under the will of the late Mr. William 
Macdonald, this amount, was, however, 
reduced by a succession duty of ten 
per cent., which had to be paid to the 
government.

They have to be made 
soldiers first. But the interest that 
everybody is feeling in the army, nnd the 
exciting stories that have already come 
from the front, have filled these young 
sters thoughts and kindled all the pugna- 
city within them, and here they arc 
eight hundred of them, actually c 
listed, to say nothing of rejected candi- 
iatefl at this one station alone during 
last month 

Those who get up into the major's 
room here are already among the favor 
tes of fortune. Scores of hungry looking 
young tatterdemalions, who have not the 
remotest chance of getting so far as this, 
are generally to be seen hanging about 
the big gates in Orange street, or wist 
fully inspecting the colored pictures by 
which the eloquence of those arch cajol- 
ers the recruiting sergeants, is so power- 
fully backed up, and which are displayed 
in all the magnificence of blue and 
scarlet and gold on the railings of the 
National Gallery. 

But the recruiting sergeant is not now- 
adays the cajoler he was at one time, 
rhe Queen's service has become credit- 
able, and only volunteers are now wanted 
)r will he accepted. The pot of beer 
tnd the "Queen's shilling" have nothing 
whatever to do with the recruiting of the 
army now. and as they come in from the 
doorway behind the screen one after 
the other there is in the faces of mos 
them— or one fancies there is— evidence 
little nervous anxiety lest after 
ill they may not get through this final 
rdeal. But the worst of it is over— un- 
ess the recruit himself is conscious of a 
use screw here or there in his record 

his -ircumstances. 
Here, for instance, is one nervous look- 
f> wight, evidently ill nt ease as he 
marches up to the major's' table. It is n 
thin, keen, foreign looking face, and any- 
thing hut a pleasant one. 

"Oh!" says the major, the instant he 
sets eves 011 him, "this is the German 
gentleman again. We have had him up 
before." 

The sallow faced youth, with the dark, 
troublous eyes, had not fully understood 
the Queen's military organization. He 
had tried it on once nt Trafalgar Square,

twice he must have appeared before the 
doctor in the simple nnd close fitting garl 
of nature anil have marched and hopped 
and bent his back and knelt on the floor 
and stretched his arms, and doubled his 
ustH and been overhauled by the stetho- 
scope and all had gone well, and his 
papers had been filled up. And then Ciat 
stentorian sergeant-major had summoned 
nim into the presence of that quiet, but 
acutely observant commissioned officer, 
who had spotted him before and had 
brought his military career to an abrupt 
termination. 

"Don't you think it is like your imperti- 
nence to come here again nnd put us to 
all this trouble?'' demanded the major, 
severely, "Sit down over there."

Theyoung aspirant for military glory 
did not look happy at thesuggerition, but 
he persisted that he was eighteen, and 
gave a sullent assent to the proposal. 
Hut before the major had done with him 
he had to admit that he was eighteen 
next birthday— not last. 

The questions put to each recruit are 
numerous und are run rapidly through. 
"What is your name? Where wore you 
horn- Are you a British subject? What 
is your age? What is your trade and 
calling? Have you resided out of your 
father's house continuously for three 
years; if so, where?" are the first six 
questions put, and then comee a fair 
warning that a wilfuly false answer to 
seven that follow will entail liability to 
two years' hard labor. The questions re- 
late id a possible apprenticeship or mar- 
riage or previous imprisonment or pre- 
vious enlistment or rejectment, Perhaps 
the queerest question of the whole eigh- 
teen or twenty is: "What is your reli- 
gion?" It is really very droll to see the 
effect of this sudden poser, which for 
some reason or other is not included in 
the. printed list of questions given to the 
recruit. 

"What is your religion?" demanded the 
major, and the look of blank perplexity, 
the hopeless obfuseation that immediate- 
ly beclouds the military ardour that is 
already beginning to scintilate in the 
face of the young warrior is really laugh- 
able, though perhaps it oughtn't to he. 
Xot one in a dozen can give it a name. 
One goes through a process of mental 
fumbling for a fo wseconds, and then 
declare« that he is "English," and an- 
other, after a similar brain cudgelling, 
says he a "British." 

" 'British' isn't a religion," retorts the 
officer, who perhaps in his time has made 
more members of the Church of England 
than all the Bench of Bishops put to- 
gether by the simple phychical process of 
suggestion. "Do you go to church or 
chapel?" 

The word "church" was just what the 
recruit had been fumbling about for and 
for the life of him couldn't find, and the 
instant the suggestion is made he snaps 
at iL 

"Church — I'm Church of England." 
And down goes another contribution to 
the numerical superiority of the Estab- 
lishment. 

A young man who has gone through 
the whole routine here may be assumed 
to be of sound constitution and of fairly 
good character. There are clerks and 
mechanics, laborers, carmen, travellers, 
horsekeepers, gardeners, and so on; and 
now and again n young fellow with an 
indescribable something about him that 
takes him out of the generality of re- 
cruits. 

"A gentleman," said the major, sotto 
voce, as one recruit takes his papers and 
retires. He's been an oflicer in the 
militia, and its not an unusual thing to 
meet with young fellows of good connec- 
tion and excellent education finding their 
way in here — somcof them possibly in the 
expectation of being brought out, for en- 
listment is not irrevocable. It is delib- 
erately entered into, and up to the mo- 
ment of taking the oath the recruit may 
retreat quite freely; and if, at any time 
within three months, he finds that he 
has made a mistake, if he or his friends 
can pay down £10 which about the sum 
his mistake has cost his country, he can 
get his discharge. It is all open and 
above board nowadays, and recruiting 
has become a matter of a perfectly fair 
bargain.

The efforts 
that ar nowadays made to promote the 
employment of Reserve men, and the 
great liberality which the public are now 
displaying in the care of the homes and 
families of those who are unhappily call- 
ed out for active duty, cannot but greatly 
enhance the popularity of the service.
